I also remind you that the Secret Service and you personally are not in compliance 
with my FOIA/PA request for -files on me. You personally have provided relevant files 
to others without providing copies to mo. 

Koro than a year ago the CIA informed me of having referred to you one of the 
records you havo insisted you do not have on me. They said it required your approval 
for release# Since then i have heard nothing further from either of you. 

While I can understand that the kind of false, vile and parenoidal records I have 
seen are no cause for official pride today the fact remains that copies of them are 
mine as a matter of right and that you have the obligation to act on ray request -and 
on referrals from other agencies. 

I don't suppose any of you give a dam about vhat the creation and distribution 
of such stuff does to people whose lives can be and have been ruined by it.
